Claims 1-7 and 9-25 are withdrawn as having limitations drawn to non-elected 

species.

8) A retardation layer, which functions as a negative C plate, comprising a 
cholesteric structure which is fixed in a range that its helical pitch is 1 
pitch or more, in which a plurality of minute units (domains) having the 
cholesteric structure exist. [Abstract, Col. 7, lines 30-40, Col. 10, lines 4- 
67, Col. 11, lines 1-15, Col. 12, lines 38-50.]
